Each bringing his or 
her particular talents to the process 
has contributed greatly to the 
progress we have made. In 
accordance with our present by-laws 
we will be sending all the elected 
artist members a copy of the revised 
by-laws and a ballot with which to 
vote, as soon as we have completed 
the revision. 

The need to reorganize is more 
and more apparent and a new 
structure can only lead us onto a 
path to our future success and good 
financial health. Other non-profit 
art associations have likewise arrived 
at this decision. We need a Board of 
Trustees to oversee and increase our 
endowment, bring in grants and 
major donations, and augment our 
income; to maintain our remarkable 
historic building; and to administer 
a supporting staff. The goal is to 
disencumber our artists, free them to 
be able to do what they can do best: 
create outstanding art, organize and 
present beautiful exhibits of 
paintings and sculptures, and 
participate in the active and growing 
education program. 

This is our grand hope for the 
spring. Further aspirations are to 
participate in plans with our 
neighbors and collaborate also with 
other shoreline art associations and 
artists. Keep the accompanying 
calendar for 2001 handy so you, too, 
can participate.
